TRAWLERS IS SUCH THAT THEY CAN BE CONVERTED VERY QUICKLY INTO 
MINELAYERS, THE LARGER ONES BEING CAPABLE OF CARRYING SEVERAL 
HUNDRED MINES. SUCH TRAWLERS OPERATING IN THE NORTH ATLANTIC 
OR IN AREAS CLOSE TO THE SEA LANES USED BY NATO COUNTRIES' 

SHIPPING COULD, IN TIMES OF SERIOUS TENSION, INTERFERE WITH THIS 
SHIPPING, ALTHOUGH IT SEEMS MORE LIKELY THAT PURPOSE-BUILT MINE- 
LAYERS OF THE SOVIET NAVY WOULD BE USED. IN ADDITION, TRAWLERS 
CAN ALSO BE CONVERTED INTO MINESWEEPERS. THE SOVIET FISHING 
FLEET CAN BE USED AS AN EXTENSION OF THE SOVIET NAVY ON SPECIFIC 
MILITARY DUTIES."
